Coffee County Schools superintendent says 
enrollment increased by over 200 students

The Coffee County 
Board of Education met 
Monday, Aug. 20, in a spe- 
cial session, and voted dur- 
ing the meeting to hire one 
new bus driver for New 
Brockton Schools. 

This additional bus driv- 
er was needed due to the 
increase in students at New 
Brockton for the 2018- 
2019 school year. 

Upon recommendation 
of Superintendent Kevin 
Killingsworth, board mem- 
bers voted to employ Larry 
Walker as a bus driver for 
New Brockton Elementary 
and New Brockton High 
School for the school year. 

Killingworth also provid- 
ed board members with an 
update on enrollment for 
the new school year [first 
week] in comparison to the 
first week of school for last 
year. 

On the 6th day of school 
in 2017, the superintendent 
said Coffee County 
Schools had a total of 2,061 
students system-wide. On 
the fifth day of school this 
year, he said that number 
increased by 237 students 
to 2,298. The majority of 
that came from New 
Brockton, ._ which was 
expected. 

Killingsworth noted 
there are 130 students 
enrolled at Pathway. Also, 
he said the Pre-K programs 
for the schools have 88 stu- 
dents enrolled this year 
with 18 at Kinston, and 35 
at each New Brockton and 
Zion Chapel. 

For the first week of this 
school year, Killingworth 
said Kinston had 510 stu- 
dents, which was up by 18 
from the 492 in 2017; New 
Brockton had 547 students, 
which was up 163 from the 
384 enrolled in 2017; New

Alabama breaks employment record again in July 


Alabama Department of 
Labor Secretary Fitzgerald 
Washington announced 
today that Alabama has 
broken its employment 
record for the third month 
in a row. 

In July, 2,105,513 people 
were counted as employed, 
up from June’s count of 
2,098,121, and up from 
July 2017's count of 2,077, 
406, representing a yearly 
increase of 28,107. In July, 
90,987 people were count- 
ed as unemployed, com- 
pared to 89,302 in June and 


89,858 in July 2017. 
“We continue to break 


employment records in 
Alabama,” said 
Washington. “Nearly 


30,000 more people are 
working now than they 
were last year. The mes- 
sage is 
clear, 
Alabama: 
we have 
jobs!” 

“Those 
jobs are 
coming 
with 
higher 
wages,” 
tinued Washington. 
“We've seen wages 
increase both over the 
month and over the year. In 
fact, workers in Alabama 
are earning more weekly 
than they have in the past 
11 years.” 

Total private average 
weekly earnings rose to 
$830.55 in July, up from 
$815.97 in June, and up 
from $798.62 in July 2017. 
Over the year, wage and 
salary employment 
increased 22,200, with 
gains in the manufacturing 
sector (+8,300), the profes- 
sional and business servic- 


con- 


es sector (+6,700), and the 
leisure and hospitality sec- 
tor (+5,200), among others. 
The preliminary, season- 
ally adjusted unemploy- 
ment rate for July is 4.1%, 
which is unchanged from 
June’s rate, and equal to 
July 2017’s rate.

As Elie Wiesel said in his Nobel Prize acceptance speech,

79% of Americans in a recent Gallop/Knight Foundation 
poll believe that social media platforms should answer to 
the same rules that govern newspapers, television and radio 
stations. That is, they are responsible for the “content” post- 
ed on their sites. The Telecommunications Act of 1996 cod- 
ified in law that internet providers are not publishers and 
cannot be held responsible for content posted by third par- 
ties. In fairness, these same polls show that 54% of 
Americans feel these internet platforms do help people stay 
better informed. A whopping 85% feel that internet compa- 
nies are doing enough to stop the spread of misinformation. 
Another number from the polls show that a majority of 
Americans feel every user should see the same news from 
any news, or social media organization. Now, many sites 
monitor what a person clicks on and sends mostly that type 
news the next time that computer user “clicks” the open 
button on their icon. People polled on the above subjects 
have some reservations that if internet companies were con- 
trolling what was on their sites, there was a chance of biased 
news, yet the majority already feel this bias is happening. 
Thus there is no clear answer of what the public wants nor 
how they feel any of the above concerns could be satisfac- 
torily addressed to please everyone.

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~ Tips on Keeping Students Sun-Safe at School ~ 


As summer winds down 
and the busy back-to-school 
season sets in, sun protec- 
tion may slip down the list 
of health and wellness prior- 
ities. But harmful ultraviolet 
(UV) rays are present year- 
round, and one study notes 
that children sustain a signif- 
icant amount of sun expo- 
sure at school. 

About 23 percent of life- 
time UV exposure occurs 
before the age of 18, and this 
exposure can have far- 
reaching effects. 

“Sun damage is cumula- 
tive, so sun exposure during 
childhood can contribute to 
skin cancer risk later in life,” 
says Deborah S. Sarnoff, 
MD, president of The Skin 
Cancer Foundation. “The 
best way to mitigate that risk 
is to educate young children 
on effective sun protection, 
instilling healthy habits that 
will last a lifetime. Children 
should understand that sum-

mer vacation is not the only 
time they’re exposed to the 
sun’s rays.” 

The Skin Cancer 
Foundation offers the fol- 
lowing recommendations 
for keeping children sun- 
safe during the school year. 

UV rays are most intense 
from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m., and 
this is when students are 
usually outside for recess, 
physical education class and 
after-school sports. Check 
with the school to see if 
there are adequate places for 
students to seek shade dur- 
ing outdoor activities. Shade 
can be provided by gazebos 
and roof structures, 
awnings, shade sails, and 
natural shade, such as thick- 
ly leaved trees. 

Clothing is the single 
most effective form of sun 
protection for the body, so 
send kids to school in dense- 
ly woven and bright- or 
dark-colored fabrics, which 


offer the best defense. The 
more skin you cover, the 


better, so choose long 
sleeves and long pants 
whenever possible. 


Send children to school 
with a wide-brimmed hat 
and UV-blocking sunglass- 
es, to protect their face, neck 
and eyes. If they won’t wear 
a wide-brimmed hat, a base- 
ball cap is better than noth- 
ing. 

Make sunscreen part of 
the morning routine: At least 
30 minutes before children 
go outside, parents should 
apply a broad spectrum 
(UVA/UVB) sunscreen with 
an SPF 30 or higher to their 
skin. Older children should 
learn to apply sunscreen 
themselves and make it a 
routine habit. To remain 
effective, sunscreen should 
be reapplied every two 
hours or immediately after 
swimming or sweating. At a 
minimum, remind children 


to reapply sunscreen before 
after school sports and out- 
door activities. 

One ounce of sunscreen 
(about the size of a golf ball) 
should be applied to the 
entire body. Remind chil- 
dren to cover those easy to 
miss spots, such as the back 
of ears and neck, as well as 
the tops of the feet and 
hands. 

There’s a chance your 
child’s school does not allow 
students to use sunscreen or 
wear a hat outdoors during 
the school day without writ- 
ten permission from a physi- 
cian. If that is the case, The 
Skin Cancer Foundation has 
created a sun protection per- 
mission form that parents 
and doctors can sign, allow- 
ing students to bring these 
items to school, apply and 
use as needed. The form is

A Thank You from 
Gaston Tew. 

Forty-nine years ago 
(August 17, 1969) I was a 
State Trooper assigned to 
Coffee County, Elba, 
Alabama. 

Hurricane Camille was 
making landfall on the 
Mississippi coast. I was 
sitting in the grounds of 


Zion Chapel School in Jack 
observing traffic. A 
motorist stopped and 


advised a subject without a 
shirt and carrying a gun 
was walking in the road 
north of the school. 

I encountered the subject 
asking him to surrender the 
gun, which he refused. I 
notified the Trooper Office 
in Dothan and asked for 
assistance. Before any 
help arrived I was involved 
in a shoot-out with the sub- 


ject. 

Ireceived a gunshot wound 
to the left groin from a 410- 
gauge shotgun. I was able 
to advise I had been shot 
and lost consciousness. I 
was taken to Elba General 
Hospital and later trans- 
ferred to St. Margaret’s 
Hospital in Montgomery. 
After a three-month recov- 
ery, I was able to return to 
work. I had a rewarding 
career with Public Safety, 
retiring in 1996 with the 
rank of Captain. 

I would again like to thank 
everyone who had an input 
in helping me on the date 
of this incident. I realize 
some of these have passed 
on. 

A gentleman who lived 
near where this incident 
occurred used my radio to 
call for assistance. Others 


involved in this event were, 
Elba Rescue, Elba PD, 
Coffee County Sheriff 
Dept., Troy PD, Alabama 
State Troopers, Elba 
General Hospital person- 
nel, St Margaret’s Hospital 
personnel and others that I 
may have omitted. 
Without your help I would 
not have had a good career, 
reared two children, one 
who followed my footsteps 
and has also retired from 
Public Safety. Another has 
given me three grand- 
daughters. 

I want anyone involved in 
this, and their family, to 
know that sincerely I thank 
you for what you did.

In the long history of con artists, George C. Parker holds 
a special place of dishonor. He is remembered as one of the 
most successful and daring swindlers in American history. 

He set up an office in New York City and “sold” some of 
the city’s most famous attractions to tourists. His favorite 
was the Brooklyn Bridge, but he also sold the Statue of 
Liberty, Madison Square Garden, and Grant’s Tomb. He 
produced elaborately forged documents and deeds to con- 
vince his targets that he was the rightful owner of the land- 


marks he was selling. 


Parker was so persuasive that on more than one occa- 
sion, police had to come and explain why the new “own- 
ers” of the Brooklyn Bridge couldn’t put up tollbooths to 
collect money from those who tried to cross. After his third 
conviction for fraud, Parker was sentenced to life at Sing 
Sing Prison in New York, where he spent the last eight 


years of his life. 


Parker dishonestly made a fortune preying on people 
who foolishly believed his empty words. He not only was 
an expert salesman, but he realized that many people were 
gullible and he could use that to his advantage. 

God expects us to be careful and prudent with the 
resources that He entrusts to us. Of course, this applies to 
far more than financial matters. Prudence and wisdom also 
keep us from falling for the lies of temptation and protect 
us from great suffering and heartbreak. 

We should not be easily fooled, but rather we should 
investigate what we are told and be certain that it is true 
before making decisions. Paul wrote, “See then that ye 
walk circumspectly, not as fools, but as wise” (Ephesians 


5:15). 


Develop godly discernment through reading and medi- 
tating on God’s truths and remaining responsive to the 
Holy Spirit. Walking with prudence will save you from a 


world of sorrow.

*** The Elba Tigers will give their fans a preview of 
things to come Friday night when they host 3A power 
Wicksburg in a preseason game. The Tigers have been hard 
at work learning a new offense and defense installed by 
new head coach Pate Harrison, and during a phone conver- 
sation over the weekend the new Tiger head man was 
excited about the start of the season and the opportunity to 
watch his team line up against a team with the power and 
tradition of Wicksburg. Elba does have a few spots without 
a great deal of experience, but appears to be loaded with 
skill people and there is no doubt he will do his best to let 
those folks get as many touches as possible. Wicksburg 
plays a physical brand of football on both sides of the ball 
and is massive up front on defense, which would make 
some think a low scoring game will be on tap.

The Bulldogs from Brantley will travel to Highland Home 
for a clash with the Flying Squadron, and this one may be 
a little closer than many think, while Zion Chapel will host 
Houston Academy in a preseason clash that will mark the 
debut of former T.R. Miller Hall of Fame coach Jamie 
Riggs. All this week’s games should be interesting for both 
the players and fans! 

*** The high school volleyball season will also tip off 
this week and it looks like an interesting season ahead for 
all the area teams. Elba has won a total of only 10 match- 
es over the past five seasons and has the rugged task of 
going up against five-time defending area champ Brantley 
and perennial power Kinston in its area, while 2A powers 
New Brockton.and Zion Chapel will join Samson in a 
three-team area that will be filled with excitement and 
energy. The annual Amelia Rhoades tournament will be 
held this weekend in Kinston with Brantley, Kinston, Zion 
Chapel and New Brockton all taking part, and the tourney 
should start off the season with a bang.

Friday night clash 


Elba Tigers to host Wicksburg 


The Elba Tigers will kick 
off the “Pate Harrison” era 
on Friday night when they 
host the Wicksburg 
Panthers in a preseason 
match-up, at Mack Wood 
Field. 

Harrison, a former stand- 
out at New Brockton and 
Troy University, will debut 
as the new Tiger head 
coach after six successful 
seasons at Dale County. 

“We know Wicksburg 
will be big and physical 
and provide us with a defi- 
nite challenge all across the 
field,” said Coach 
Harrison, “but the players 
are ready to play after a 
long summer of hard work 
and we as coaches are look- 
ing to finding out just 
where we are and what 
areas we need to give extra 
attention. Wicksburg has 
been one of the top 3A 
teams in the area for a num- 
ber of years and is excited 
about what they expect to 
be another big season. They 
are very big and physical 
up front, have some backs 
that run hard and will 
knock your head off on 
defense. This isn’t your 
typical preseason game, 
and because of that we 
have been forced to watch 
film and put in a plan for 
the game. We will look a 
lot like the team our fans 
saw in the spring, but may 
run a little more spread for- 
mation and will be more 
aggressive on defense. 
Every time we put on the 
jersey that has Elba across 
the front we play to win, 


and that will be the case 
Friday night.” 

“We have had a good 
summer of work and have 
been able to really get 
down to work since school 
started and the pads came 
on,” added Harrison. “We 
have done a lot of work in 
the weight room and done a 
lot of running at practice to 
be in the best condition 
possible. The rainy weather 
has forced us to go inside 
more than I would like, but 
when we get outside we get 
after it and it is time to play 
football. We aren’t where I 
had hoped we would be on 
either side of the ball with 
the first game only days 
away. So, we have had to 
slow down a little and try to 
concentrate on doing what 
we do best and improve on 
those things first. We will 
add stuff on both sides as 
the season goes along, but 
for right now we have to do 
what we do best and try to 
take advantage of those 
things we can do.” 

“The offense has looked 
good in preseason drills 
and I expect it be able to 
hold its own as we add to 
the play list and do more 
things,” stated Harrison. 
“We have a couple of pret- 
ty good backs and have a 
senior quarterback that is a 
duel threat, but are young 
in the line and will have to 
get a lot of on the job train- 
ing up front. We feel like 
we can be successful 
throwing the ball and have 
some backs and receivers 
that need to touch the ball

in the games if we are to be 
successful. We will be 
under center some in the I 
formation, will get in the 
pistol some to challenge the 
defense on the corners and 
will also get in the spread. 
We have some really good 
athletes on offense that 
have to get the ball in their 
hands, and we will do our 
best to see that they get 
their touches.” 

“Over on defense we 
have worked really hard in 
the secondary and feel like 
the players have a grasp on 
what we want to do,” added 
Harrison. “We feel good 
about our front seven and 
think we have some out- 
standing athletes on the 
corners and at linebacker. 
The secondary has gotten 
better and better as we have 
worked at practice and we 
expect it to be strength. I 
would say early in the sea- 
son that the defense might 
be a little ahead of the

offense.” 

“We have a lot of games 
ahead and like all teams in 
our class a key to success 
will be to stay away from 
injuries,” said Harrison. “A 
lot of injuries in football 
occur when a player gets 
tired and no longer is able 
to go full strength and full 
speed. We hope our players 
are in good enough condi- 
tion to go hard for all four 
quarters, and we expect 
them to do just that. I am 
excited to be in Elba and to 
be a part of the rich tradi- 
tion that is Elba Tiger foot- 
ball, and am excited about 
the upcoming season. I 
hope all Elba Tiger fans 
will come out this week to 
watch the game and follow 
us throughout the season, 
both at home and n the 
road. I promise you our 
players will give it their 
best and we as coaches will 
have the team prepared and 
ready to play.”

The Alabama Sports Writers Association has released 
its annual pre-season high school football standings 
with a number of area teams making the ‘Top 10,’ 
including the Elba Tigers, which came in at nine in 
Class 1A. 

Four reigning state champions were ranked atop their 
classifications, with one in a different classification. 
Lanett won the Class 2A state title in 2017, but will start 
the season in Class 1A and moved atop the 1A poll, 
while defending state champ Sweet Water came in sec- 
ond. Other state champs ranked #1 in the poll included 
Hoover in 7A, Pinson Valley in 6A and UMS-Wright in 
4A.

3 along with Brantley and 
Kinston. The Lady Tigers 
have struggled to only 10 
wins over the past five sea- 
sons, combined, with three 
wins in 2014 being the 
most the team has been able 
to post. Brantley is the 
three-time defending area 
champs, have claimed 24 


wins over the last two sea- 
sons, and have posted four 
winning records over the 
past five seasons. Kinston 
has advanced to super 
region play five straight 
seasons and also has 
advanced to the state tour- 
nament twice. 

Class 2A, Area 4 will 
also be a three-team race 
involving New Brockton, 
Zion Chapel and Samson. 
The Lady Gamecocks have 
claimed five straight area 
titles and advanced to the 
state tournament there 
times over the past three 
seasons, while the Lady 
Rebels have advanced to 
super region three times 
over the past three years 
and the Lady Tigers have 
advanced to super region 
play four straight seasons. 

The regular season will 
tip-off on Thursday, Aug. 
23, with Kinston at Zion 
Chapel and Straughn at 
Brantley, while Brantley, 
Kinston, Zion Chapel and 
New Brockton will all com- 
pete at the Amelia Rhoades 
tournament this weekend.

Dates announced for shark 
fishing at Gulf State Pier 


The 
Department 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources announces that 
the following dates have 
been selected for managed 
shark fishing at the Gulf 
State Park Saltwater 
Fishing Pier: August 19,21, 
26 and 28. 

The shark fishing will 
take place on the south end 
of the pier — called the octa- 
gon — from 7 p.m. until 7 
a.m. the next morning on 
the selected Sundays and 
Tuesdays. 

The octagon will close to 
routine use 30 minutes 
prior to these events, and 
reopen to routine use 30 
minutes following 
them. During the events, 
the octagon area of the pier 
will be designated for the 
exclusive use of participat- 
ing anglers and their desig- 
nated assistants. The 
remainder of the pier will 
be open to anglers and 
other pier guests as nor- 
mal. 

The August managed 
shark-fishing events will 
allow for 15 anglers per 
occasion, with no more 
than one rod and reel per 
angler in use. Each angler 
may have one additional 
assistant, and anglers are 
encouraged to assist one 
another while fishing. 

This allows for a maxi- 
mum of 30 individuals on 
the octagon area during 


each event. 

Angler gear shall allow 
for larger reel sizes, but 
otherwise remain the same 
as provided for under exist- 
ing pier rules, and anglers 
are required to provide their 
own gear. 

Registration for the 
shark-fishing events is 
ongoing and anglers will 
continue to be selected in 
the order in which applica- 
tions are received. To regis- 
ter for participation, 
visit www.alapark.com/sha 
rk-fishing. Applicants will 
need to provide contact 
information for notification 
of selection and will be 
notified a week or more in 
advance of the date for 
which they have been 
selected.

New Brockton Gamecocks hoping fast 
start will lead to banner season in ‘18 


The New _ Brockton 
Gamecocks stumbled last 
season and posted a rare 
losing record, but are con- 
vinced better days are 
ahead and with a shot in 
the arm with a couple of 
transfers from Enterprise 
have high hopes entering 
the 2018 season. 

New Brockton will open 
the season on Aug. 24 
when they travel to Dothan 
to tangle with the 3A 
Providence Christian 
Eagles. The Gamecocks 
are 2-4 all-time in the 
series, but have won the 
last two meetings, includ- 
ing a 20-13 win in the last 
game back in 2015. The 
Eagles have posted an 11- 
10 record the last two sea- 
sons, including a 6-5 slate 
a year ago. 

New Brockton will be at 
home on Aug. 31 when 
they host the Brantley 
Bulldogs in a 1A-2A clash 
of gridiron powers. It will 
be the first meeting in 31 
years between the two 
teams, with the Gamecocks 
posting a 28-0 win back in 
1987. Brantley has posted 
16 straight winning sea- 
sons and during that stretch 
has claimed two state 
championships. 

New Brockton will kick 


off its region schedule on 
Oct. 7when the Gamecocks 
travel to challenge the 
Luverne Tigers. The 
Gamecocks own a 3-9 
series record against the 
Tigers, but have won two 
of the last three meetings. 
The Tigers, which defeated 
New Brockton 34-12 last 
season, have won 17 
games over the past two 
years, and posted a 10-3 
record last season. 

New Brockton will stay 
within the region on Oct. 
14 when the Central Lions 
come to town. The 
Gamecocks have dominat- 
ed the short series, own a 
6-0 record against their 
region foes, and have aver- 
aged over 51 points per 
game in the series. The 
Lions have won a total of 
seven games over the past 
ten seasons. 

New Brockton will stay 
at home for an Oct. 21 
region showdown against 
the Goshen Eagles. The 
Gamecocks own a 15-11 
series edge over the Eagles 
and have won two of the 
last three meetings, but lost 
38-14 last season, The 
Eagles have posted a 20-6 
record over the past three 
seasons and have advanced 
to the playoffs ten straight 


years. 

New Brockton will step 
out of the region on Sept. 
28 when they host the 
Cottonwood Bears. The 
Gamecocks are on the 
short end of an 8-14 series 
record, but have won the 
last three meetings, includ- 
ing a 42-14 win a year ago. 
The Bears have struggled 
to three straight losing sea- 
sons and over the last three 
years own a combined 
record of 8-22. 

New Brockton will close 
out its four-game homes- 
tand on Oct. 5 when its 
returns to the region wars 
with a clash against the 
Calhoun Tigers. The 
Gamecocks own a 7-1 
series edge over the Tigers, 
have six straight games in 
the series, posted a 48-0 
win a year ago, and during 
the winning streak have 
averaged over 56 points 
per game. The Tigers are in 
the midst of a 31 game los- 
ing streak and last season 
were outscored by their 
opponents by a combined 
score of 521-12. 

New Brockton will stay 
in region play on Oct. 12 


when they travel to 
Samson to battle the 
Samson’ Tigers. The 


Gamecocks own a 17-5 


series edge over the Tigers 
and have won the last four 
meetings, including a 23- 
16 win back in 2011. The 
Tigers have advanced to 
the playoffs five of the past 
six years. 

New Brockton will hit 
the road on Oct. 19 when 
they travel to Crenshaw 
County for a key region 
clash against the Highland 
Home Flying Squadron. 
The Gamecocks own a 6-2 
series edge over the 
Squadron and have won 
three of the last four con- 
tests, including a 55-0 win 
back in 2015. The 
Squadron posted a 7-4 
record a year ago after 
three straight losing sea- 
sons and averaged over 40 
points per game. 

New Brockton will close 
out the regular season with 
a region battle against the 
Zion Chapel Rebels. The 
Gamecocks own a 33-10 
series edge over their 
cross-county rivals, have 
won five in a row, includ- 
ing a 47-0 win a year ago, 
and during the winning 
streak have outscored the 
Rebels 258-11. The Rebels 
have struggled to six 
straight losing seasons and 
last season surrender over 
40 points per game. 


Brantley hoping successful start will prepare 
Bulldogs for ‘murders row’ in middle of season 


The Brantley Bulldogs 
have piled up the wins in 
recent years on the football 
field and while Bulldog 
fans will expect more of 
the same this season, the 
‘Dogs may face one of 
their toughest schedules 
ever as they tangle with 
four 2A opponents and face 
a ‘murderers row’ in the 
middle of the season. 

Brantley will open the 
season on Aug. 24 when 
they travel up the road for a 
preseason battle against the 
Highland Home Flying 
Squadron. The Bulldogs 
hold a 53-22 edge in the 
long series, have won the 
last six games, including 
10 of the last 11 in regular 
season play, and last sea- 
son posted a 49-14 win. 
Highland Home won seven 
games a yea ago after only 
six total wins the previous 
two years. 

Brantley will kickoff the 
regular season on Aug. 31 
when they travel to Coffee 
County to meet the 2A 
New Brockton 
Gamecocks. It will be the 
first meeting between the 
two teams in 30 years, and 
the Bulldogs are 0-2 all- 
time against the 
Gamecocks, including a 
28-0 loss in their last meet- 
ing back in 1987. The 
Gamecocks stumbled to a 
5-6 record last season, and 
snapped a three-year span 
of winning records. 

Brantley will swing into 
region play on Sept. 7 
when they host the Kinston 
Bulldogs. The Bulldogs 
own a 28-4 series edge 
against the Bulldogs, have 
won 20 straight games in 


the series and have won the 
last six meetings by a com- 
bined score of 235-14. 
Kinston posted a 5-5 
record last season, which 
was its fifth season with 
five of more wins in the 
past six years. 

Brantley will continue in 
region action on Sept. 14 
when they travel to Florala 
for a clash against the 
Florala Wildcats. The 
Bulldogs hold a 21-3-1 
edge in the series, includ- 
ing 20 straight wins, and in 
the last three games have 
scored an average of over 
sixty points per game. 
Florala has struggled to a 
5-21 record the last three 
seasons, but did show signs 
of life last season when it 
averaged over 34 points 
per game. 

Brantley will enter 
‘Murders Row’ the follow- 
ing week as on Sept. 21 the 
Bulldogs head to 
Georgiana. The Bulldogs 
are on the short end of an 
11-22-2 series record 
against the Panthers and 
have lost the last three 
meetings after winning the 
previous nine games. The 
Panthers claimed a 26-15 
win last season over the 
Bulldogs and over the last 
three years have posted a 
34-4 record and averaged 
over 50 points per game. 

Brantley will be back at 
home on Sept. 28 when 
they host the Luverne 
Tigers, in the renewal of an 
85-year-old rivalry. The 
Bulldogs have lost three 
straight games to the 
Tigers, including a 28-25 
setback a year ago, and 
over the past five seasons 


have lost dropped four 
decisions. Luverne won 10 
games last season after 
winning only five games 
three years earlier. 

Brantley will close out 
the rugged three-game 
stretch on Oct. 5 when they 
travel to Elba to tangle 
with the Elba Tigers, in a 
key region encounter. The 
Bulldogs have won five of 
the last seven meetings 
with the Tigers, while the 
Tigers own a 31-12 all- 
time edge on the gridiron 
and claimed a 26-19 win in 
the last meeting back in 
2013. Elba moved down to 
the 1A ranks this season, 
but as a 2A power won a 
total of 46 games over the 
last four seasons and in 
2015 claimed a state cham- 
pionship. 

Brantley will return 
home on Oct. 12 when they 
host the Red Level Tigers 
in another big region 
match-up. The Bulldogs 
own a 40-14 series edge 
over the Tigers, have won 
the last 14 contests and 
over the last two years has 
outscored the Tigers by a 
combined score of 96-12. 
Red Level was winless last 
season and allowed over 45 
points per game. 

Brantley will remain 
home on Oct. 19 when they 
host the McKenzie Tigers 
in yet another region battle. 
The Bulldogs hold a 34- 
17-2 series edge against 
their longtime region foes, 
have won seven straight 
games over the Tigers and 
has scored a whopping 118 
points in the last two meet- 
ings. The Tigers posted a 
rare losing record a year 


State announces youth hunting schedules

late November 2018 
through January 2019. 
Registration will open 


August 13 through October 
14, 2018. Hunters will be 
selected via a computer- 
ized, random drawing after 
registration closes. 
Registration for the 
FWFTA youth hunts is only 
available to parents or 
adults who are at least 21 
years old and have a 
Conservation ID number. A 


hunting license is not 
required at the time of reg- 
istration. However, if 
selected during the random 
draw, you must have a valid 
hunting license to accept 
the hunt permit. If selected 
for a hunt, you will receive 
an email requesting you 
validate/accept the permit. 
Once the permit is accept- 
ed, you will receive an 
email with the hunt details.

To participate in the 
youth hunts, youth hunters 
must be age 15 or younger 
and accompanied by an 
adult at least 21 years old 
(or a parent). Adults must 
have a valid state hunting 
license and applicable duck 
stamp, if duck hunting. 
Hunters must obtain their 
license and duck stamp (if 
duck hunting) before the 
hunt since they will not be 
available on-site. Licenses 
are available for purchase 
at various retailers through- 
out the state or online at 
www.outdooralabama.com.
